Toro Pars, Lthough that common cxamples 
ANCEEYEE doo lufficiendy ſhewe vs,that pa- 
Salient forbcaring ſufficcth ro giue 

31 cgitimate Princes the infallible 
SAllvictorie of Rebcllions, without 

; Fe21the hazarding of barratles; yetnot 
S——=2) withſtanding,thc loucofhis Ma- 

ieſtic hath been ſo great towards his ſubicAs,that for 
toredeeme them from the oppreſsions which they 
ſuffer, andare yet to ſuffer through the continuance 
of along, warre, hee hath deſired nothing more for 
the (peedie ending thereof, (ſince the taking of auncs 
in hand) than to aducnturethe iuſtice of his cauſc, 
ypon the {uccefle of a battaile, hauing ſoughtrodraw 
all his cnemics thereunto by al meanes poſsible. Firſt 
of all, when they ſought him in Normandic, they 
reporred,thatthey went not to giue bartaile, but troa 
victoric alreadic gotten. Ar which time, (in their 
light) he wentto bcſicge and take the towne and ca- 
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2 
ſtle of Gamaſre , and two dayes after to recouer the 
towne of Ewe; all their Armie beeing but 3.leagucs 
off. Since thar, in his returne, hee made fiue or ſixe 
daycs journey on their fide of the Some + not paſsing 
the Riuecr at Pont del arche, as hee might hauc done, 
but deferred to paſle at Mnellan,for to receauethem if 
they would haue giuen him batraile. And ſince like- 
wile,aftertheraking of the Suburbs of Paris,the day 
of his deparrure thence, his Maicſtic kept his Armic 
ranged in battailefoure howres, to {ce if there wold 
be aniceffet of that furie, in which it was reported 
they wereatriued at Paris - as it hath been more am- 
plic declared inthe formerdiſcourſe. And his Maic- 
ſtic bejngarthe village of Linars vader Mountlhery, 
remained there a whole daye, thinking that his cnc- 
mies, hauing beenreſted and refreſhed three dayesin 
the rowneof Paris, would haue gathered ſtomacke 
ro have come ovt,and hauegiuen him batraile there; 
which if they had put in praiſe, the King would 
have metthemhalte way. Butbeing aduertiſed, that 
1m ſteadof troubling of themſelues with this bulines, 
they thought it leſſe dangerous to ſhew their choler, 
in ſaccagingthe particular inhabirants of the ſaidci- 
tic; executing thoſerhemſelucs,whoal men thought 
they ſhould hatic defended from becing exccutcd by 
others: impnting to the richeſt ſort,and ſuch as were 
eafieſt to be troddenvnder foote, that they were the 
Kings friends (to-colour thereby their maſlacre and 
pillaging from puniſhment) regarding neither quali- 
tic nor age; killingand drowning manic, both men 
and women; making the world belecue, that that 
which was executedthrough theyalor of the Kings 
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Armie, was enterpriſed by praQtiſes and intellipen- 
ces, to excufethe ſlender care, and ſmall courage of 
thoſe, which were withinthe Citic : where they li- 
ving attheir pleaſure, being {o neſted that there was 
no meanes to drawethemour, his Maicſtie determi- 
nedto takethe towneand caſtle of Eſtampes, beeing 
mooued rhereunto by the aducrtiſement hee had, 
thatthe Lord Cleremone of Lodeſue with fiftic or three 
ſcore Gentlemen had thruſt them(elucs into ir, tho- 
rough the aſſurance the Duke de Maine had giuen 
them, (and confirmed by manic of his letters which 
were-intercepted)that he wold come to reliceue them 
withall his Armie. His Maicſtic knowing that the 
Duke de Maine had bound himſelfe by his faithand 
honourto relicuc Eſtampes, thoughtto give him oc- 
calion to ſeekerhe "Hu Ave. the beliegeing of 
it : and in hope thereof departed trom the village of 
Linars vpon Sunday the firſt day of Nouember, and 
arriued at Eſtampes with all his Armie; which he had 
inuironedthe ſameday inthe morning : & although 
he could not come thether before day light was ſhut 
in, yetat his firſt comminghe wonne the ſukurbes, 
which the enemies made ſhowethey would defend. 
The very fame mghtthe town likewiſe was wonne, 


-and the men of warre did retire them(clues into the 


caſtle; which was tmmediately iouvironed, 8 appro- 
ches made, andrwo Culuerins were placed 1n batte- 
rie,the Tueſday folowing by faire day light. VV hich 
they within ſecing,and thatthe Armic which ſhould 
hauc relicucd them, did not appeare, nor that there 
was any newes of it, demanded aParle, and yeclded 
themſelucs the fame day, with condition that cight 
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ofthem ſhould remaine hung vntill ſuch time as 
they ſhould cauſe ſeuen'oreight others to be, deliue- 
red, who werenamed ynto them. His Maicſtie after 
the ſaid agreement,did ſhew that fauourto the Lord 
Cleremont of Lodeſue, to two maſters ofthe Camp,& 
vnto fine others that ſhuld have remained priſoners, 
to ſend them away yppon their oathes : ſo that there 
departed out of the ſaid Caſtle,about 40. Gentemen, 
and aboue 200.ſouldicrs, who wete ſafely condutt- 
cd halfe way vnto Paris. His Maieſtic conſidering 
that thepoore towne of EXFampes in foure moneths 
had been three times taken, and thatalthough ic had 
been neceſlarie for him to hauc kept a good garriſon 
in it, yetnotwithſtanding (of his own nature being 
as caliero be ouercome with pitic and clemencic, as 
hee is invincible to his enemies) was content to take 
no otheraſſurance of the rowne, than the oathes of 
che inhabitants, wherein hee repoſed his truſt. And 
further,to put them out of doubt, thatthe caſtle ſhuld 
be no meaneof their rigorous viage hereafter, he de- 
termined toraſc the ſaid caſtle,8 rocommit the kee- 
pins of thetown.to the rown(ſmen only,perſwading 
imſelf that they coparing the viage whichrhey had 
had at his hands and his enemies rogerher, irwas the 
{urcſt Garriſon,to keepe them in obedience. His (aid 
Maieftie remained ther vntilthe farurday folowing, 
during which time there arriueda Gentleman - 
from the Queene Dowager, bringing a requeſt, 
which ſhe ans ynto bis Maieſtt na to belcecd 
him, to ſhew heriuſtice forthe cruell laughter com- 
mitted yponthe perſon of the late king her husband. 
- His Maicitie edrhe aunſwereof this requeſt, 


yntill

yntillfuch time as he ſate in counſell ; where beeing 
the daye following, the Gentleman was called for; 


'who after hee had delivered his meſſage, the requeſt 


was readalowd inthe preſence of al the Pritices Ma- 
reſhalls of France, and principall Lords and Gentle. 
men, of which there wasthen a great number about 
King. By which requeſt, beſides the deſiring of his 
Maieltie, ſhe did adiure not onely the Princes & No- 
bilitic of France,but alſo nll the Princes of Chriſten- 
dome, to be aſviſters in this iuſt cauſe. His Maieſtic 


* making aunſwere himlelfe, declared that he highlie 


commended her ychemeficie in following this ſute, 
and ſent his ſaid requeſt ynto his Court of Parlia- 
ment tranſported ro Towers, that his Arturney gene+ 
ral,with the Atturuey of the ſaid Ladie, might make 
the information againlt the offenders, to the intent 
the matter might bee determined afterward in his 

reſence, in manner and forme conuentent. And for 
his owne part, althoughthe ſaid ſute were commen- 
dable inthe ſaid Ladie, yet he wold not ceaſe to pro- 
(ccutethe matter, but yowedin the preſence ofthe c6- 
panic, that he would imploy his trauaile and armes, 
yntill ſuch time as he had done the iuſtice, that God 
had appointed him to doo. ' So that as the pititull 
rermes of the Requeſt of the ſaid Ladie,had filled the 
eycs of allthe hearers with tearcs; the Princelic an- 
{were of his Maicftic had quickly dried them with a 
dcfire of revenge. Ar which time was renued by the 
all with a lowd voyce; the oath of not laying downe 
Armes, vnnll ſuch time as they had reucnged the 
hateful death ofthe lat: King their maſter: 8 ro haue 


ſcene their countenanceszit had not been for the pro- 
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fite of the League, thatthis requeſt had been preſen- 
tedatthe day of a Battaile. Bur the King ſceing,that 
neither ſhame norlofſe could make his enimics come 
out of Paris, andthat there was no hope of bringing 
them to batraile, but by extreame neceſvitie, hee ſent 
backe againe the Duke de Lengnenile with the forces 
that he had brought with him out of Picaydre,to re- 
freſh them(clues in the ſaid Province, Menſrenr La 
Nowe returning with him. Hee did thelikealſo by 
the Lord d:Giury, whichcame and met him with a 
veric good troupe at his departure from the Suburbs 
of Paris, ſending him towardthe Countrey of Brie: 
and with the reſt which he had, hee was determined 

ro make alittle voyage to the Riuecr of Lorry, beein 
called thether by manie occaſions : and this hee tid 
ſtaying vaull his ſtrange forces that aroſe firſt were 
furrher on their way, than they were then. Sohede- 
parted from Estampes, on Saturday the x.of Noucm- 
ber: and taking his wayethrough the Countrey of 
Beauſſe, becing aduertiſed that the towne of Tanuille, 
which is in the middeſt of the ſame, ſtoprall the paſ- 
ſages, dclired to winne it inpaſsing. And being arri- 
ucd yppon the Sundaie, the Caprainethat was in it, 
made a ſhewe of defence, but ſeeing the Canon ap- 
roach, ycelded it; anddepatting with 200. harque- 
J#-4ny + Maieſtic entred the tame day,and lodged 
there the morow after: thoſe of the towne recejuing 
nodiſplcalure nor diſcommoditie, no more than if 
they neuer had reiefted the obedience of his Maic- 
ſtie, The King leauing good garriſon in the Caſtle, 
which is a reaſonable good place, departed thence, 
going through the Land of Beauſſe, to the towne of 
Chaſteau- 
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Chaſteaudun. VW here as ſoone as hee was atrined, he 
ſeatto ſummon the towne of Vandeſme, which is his 
auncient patrimonie,and the auncienrritle of his pre- 
decefſors; andalchough thatthereby they were dou- 
ble his ſubieQts, and therefore the more culpable 1n 
taking his enemies part : yer notwithſtanding he ha- 
uing a more care to keepe them from further offend- 
ing,thanto puniſh chem for their ficſt faulc, did lodge 
threedaiesatthe ſaid Cha#teaulun, tor to giue them 
reſpite to aduiſe themſclues. But God who reſerued 
them for an example of his juſtice, would nor ſufter 
them ro accept the offers which his Maicſtic offered 
them to recc1ue them to his good fauour : bur on the 
contraric becomm1ing more infolcar and ſtifnecked, 
conſtrained him to affaile them. VV hlcſt che King 
lodged at Cha8teaudnrthe Capraine of the Swiſſes ar- 
riued, which were ſent by and by after the death of: 
thelate King decealed by the Colonc1's of the foure 
Regiments, which arc in ſeruice of his Maieſtie, for 
to knowe the pleaſure of their ſuperiours, whether 
they thuld continue in the ſeruice, or aske their leaue 
to returne? VV ho reported vnto his Maieltic,befides 
theanſwere which they gaue ynto their ſaid Colo- 
nels from th-1r ſuperiours, that they had expreſle 
charge ftromthem co giue his Matcſtie to vaderſtand, 
that they did not onely command the Colonels and 
Capraines of th: ſaid Regiments to continue in doo- 
ing himgood and faithful ſeruice, but alſo that they 
diJoffer him all ſuch other ſuccour as he ſhuld nced; 
holding from that hower the ſame alliance and good 
friendſhip confirmed with his Maieſtic, which they 
hauc had with che Kings his predecellors ; which is 
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a thing quite contrarie to that which his enemies 
boaſted of, thatthe ſaid Regiments ſhould bee called 
home, and ſhould doo his Maicſtic no ſeruice. Hee 
departed from the ſaid Chasteadun the fourteenth of 
Nouember, and the ſame daye his Armic inuironed 
the rowne of Vandeſme. The Kingoarriuing atche 
rowne of Mellay the fixtecnth day,before he lighted, 
he went and viewed the towneand caſtle,whichare 
both of reaſonable ſtrength, the ſaid rowne becing 
incloſed withagoodditch well watred, and witha 
good wall well flanked, and in manie places rampe- 
red within. The Caſtle was much ſtronger, becing 
ſcituated vpon an hill, inmironed with agood ditch 
towards the field, and agreat height ouerthe towne; 
the wall good anddefended with manie towers. The 
goucrnor of the place was the Lord de male-benehard, 
who percciuing that itſhould bebeſieged, hee called 
vnto him certaine Gentlemen his tricnds, and kept 
in it an ordinarie garriſon of foure Companies of 
footemen, which were foure hundred men ſtron 

beſides thoſe of the town, who were ſcuen or cighn 
hundred men bearingarmes. Theday of his arriual 
he cauſed the ſuburbes of the towne to be wonne, 8: 
parted my Lordes the Marſhalls de Biron and 4 £u- 
mount, the one on the one fide of the river, and the o- 
thcr on the other fide, with the troupes of the {aide 
Armic. And hauing well conſidered of the forme of 
the ſiege, hedetermined firſtro deale with the caſtle, 
which was of moſt ſtrength,to make an end at once: 
for that the Caſtle being wonne the rowne could not 
eſcape, which would not ſo hauc happened,if he had 
begun with thetowne. He palled Fridaicand Satur- 
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daic to view where he ſhould weve the batterie, and 
ro put things in a readines ; whereinthepreſence of 
his Maicſtic, was woorththe labour of fiftie others; 
for he ſtird not from the worke all thedayelong, and 
artof the night. In the meanetime; the ſaid Male- 
Lina who had before (whileſt the King was at 
Chaſteadun) delired to parley with the Lord of Riche- 
liewgreat Pronoſt of France, with whom he was fa- 
miltarhe acquainted : afterward, when as the faide 
Prouoſt did goe to him into the towne, he knew nor 
almoſt what hee required, but that hee deſired , that 
without yeclding the place, the Armie might reryre. 
Feeling himſclfe afterward pricked in conſcience, & 
indanger of the ſiege, he required againe to ſpeake 
withthe ſaid Lord of Richelieu, who rctourning the 
ſecond time, came backe againeas yncertaine and ill 
fariſfied as atthe firſt. VV herinic well appeared,thar 
God would make him throughlie feele the recom- 
pence of his deſerts, hauing giuen himreſpite inough 
long time before the 1udgement happened, for ro 
ſceke remedue, and not permitted him to helpe him- 
ſcife with reſolution, as it came to paſſe. For 
his Maicſtic hauing paſled all the night in condu- 
Qing and placing the Artilleric in battaile, began 
atthe dawning of the dayeto beate two towers of 
the Caſtle, rotake away the defences of the breach, 
which hee purpoſed to make : but after the beſtow- 
ing of an hundredor an hundred and twentic Can- 
non ſhot, and hauing madea hole in one of the ſaide 
Towers, where oncly two men could paſle in frork, 
the Souldiers deſirous of the aſſault, certaineotthem 
beceing onely commandedto ſee ifthey could lodge 
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10 
inthe ſaid Tower, they got vp,and with a furie ente: 
redthe retrenchment: and being followed with the 
reſt, ſome conduCtted by the Baron of Byron, and 0- 
thers bythe Lord of Chaſtillien,they made thoſe with 
in ſodiſmaied, (alchough they were a greatnumber) 
that after they preſented the combare, they fled ; and 
abandoning thecaſtle ranne into the towne : where 
they were tollowed ſo neerclic, that the ſaid Lordes 
with part of the ſaid Souldiers, entred pell mell wich 
rhem,and wade them(clues within lefle than halfe an 
howre maſters both of the caſtle & towne. The ſaid 
Male-beneherd and al his Souldiers, being retired into 
an houſe, did yeeld themſelues incontinent ynto the 
aforeſaid Baron of Byron, not otherwile, but at the 
Kings mercie:'ſ{othat there was never towne fecne 
battered & taken by aſſaule(as it was) with lefſe mur- 
ther; forthere was not one man loſt ofrhe Armic,8 
few of his caemies, his ſaid Maicſtic hauing pardo- 
nedall men, except the ſaid Beneherd, and a (editious 
grey Frier, (whom all the inhabitants rhemſclues ac- 
cuſed ro be the author of their miſchicfe) were exe- 
cuted. There wasno mcane to keeptherownefrom 
pillaging.butthe Churches his Matcſtic cauſed carc- 
fully to be preſerued, thatthere entred notone man 
intothem. The morroweatrer, hee cauſed his men 
of warre to departthe Towne, and ſuffered rhe In- 
habitants toteturne ro their houſes, not permitting 
them anic longerto be pillaged and ranſomed. Hee 
reſtored all the Eoclefiaſticall perſons vntotheir {eue- 
rall charges, much more pcaccablic than they were, 
when the Towne was in occupation of the League. 


Theexample'of this tuſtice ſaucd more thana thou: 
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ſand mens lines: for fourcor fiue little townes there- 
abouts, who profctied ro hold againſt the King, ta- 
king example by Vandeſme , yeelded themfclues in 
letſe than foure or fiuedayes. The Caſtle and towne 
of \Zauerden began firſt, and were followed by the 
Townes of Monunt-ouert, Mount-richard, and Chate- 
au-1u loyre, who did all great hurt, eſpecially to Tow- 
ers, keeping the paſlages vnto it. The Towne of 
Vandcſme beeing taken,finding humſelte ſo neare 7 o- 
wers, his Maicitie minded to make a ſmall jiour- 
ney thether, to ſee the Lordes of his Conncell, 
and to determine with them certaine principles of 
his buſineſle : leauing in the meane while the Ar- 
mie to bee condudted by the Marſhall Byron ; by 
whoſe preſence hee reduccd all the aforeſayde 
Townes , except Mount richard , which was re- 
duced by the yoyage which his Maieſtic made yn- 
to Towers. ol 
Hee departed from Meſlay by Vandeſme vppon 
Tueſday becing the oneand twentieth of Nouem- 
ber, and arriued che ſame day at Towers, two ho- 
wets within night ; where hee was attended with 
ſo great 10ye and gladnefle of all the people of 
Towers, and ſuch ſtoare of lights there was in the 
ſreates at his arriuall, as if it had been at noone 
dayc. 
"The ſame daye at night, my Lorde the Car- 
dinall of Vandeſme, came to doo rcucrence vnto 
the King, and recciucd intertainment and counte- 


naugce agreeable to his necreneſle in bloud ynto 
the Kings Maicſtic. S

The morrow after, thoſe of the Parliament, came 

perſonally to ſalute and acknowledge the King che 
ficſt P t making the Relation: which charge 
he executed in ſubſtance and cloquence moſt happe- 
lic, andtothe greatcontentmentof his Maieſtic. All 
the other bodics of the Chamber of accomprs,Court 
of aides, of the Finances, of the Iuſticesof the law, 
and the Maiorand Iurats ofthe Towne did the like. 
Andlikewiſc theEcclefiaſticall perſons of the town, 
all with great ſhewe of 10ye, and hope of happie and 
quiet Reigne of his ſaid Maicſtic : wherin they were 
the more confirmed by theanſweres which they re- 
ceiued likewiſe from him, in excellenttearmes, and 
kingly cloquence. The ſame day the Embaſſador of 
Venice was graunted audience : where hee preſented 
firſt of all the letters of the Signioric vato his Maic- 
ſtic, and afterward declared the ioy they had of his 
happic Succeſsion ynto the Crown; beleeching him 
toaccepttheoffer of the friend(hip of the ſaid Signi- 
oric ynto his Maicſtie,& to promiſe and aſfurethem 
of his, to maintainethe good intercourſe betweene 
his Crowne, and the faide Signioric : whercunto 
his Maieſtic aunſwered veric well and wiſely. Hee 
was determined to-haue ſtaid but one day at Towers, 
but they were ſo deſirous to ſee him, that hee could 
notdepart vntill the Saturday following. At which 
time, with one journey hee went vnto his Armie at 
the Caſtle of Loyre, which is ten good leagues off, 8 
and departed thence the morrow after tor to goc to- 
ward Mans, which long time hee wasdcfirous to be- 
ſiege. He lodged twiſe by the way. And being atri- 
uedat 7 uray leueſque the xxvij. bore. one league di. 
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13 
ſtance from the'faid towne of 'Mans, which hee had 
cauſed to be inuironed theday before by the Lord 
of Fergeſſ : he ſentro ſummon the ſaid rown. Vnto 
whom: the Lord of Boiſddarphin (which commaun- 
dedinirfortheLeaguc) made an anſwere, as'if hee 
had been reſolutero buric himſelte in it,and all choſe 
that were with him, rathet than to depart out of it;8£ 
began to burne a great parr of tho Suburkes of La 
Couſture, eſpeciallie thatpart which was without the 
retrenchment of the ſaid Suburbes:Butrhe (aid Lord 
of Fargeſſe came yponthem with his troupe, and fa- 
ued a great part of theaforenamed Suburbes.  Im- 
mediately after the Baron Byron,and Chaſttlicnartiued 
with the greateſt parr of the French Infanteric, by 
whome the ſame _ was the aforeſaid reerench- 
ment wonne, which was in ſome places rwentic 
foote high, and might caſclic haucattended the Can- 
non : and from thattime it was ſuppoſed, that they 
were cafter to be dealt with, than was looked for. 
The morrow after the xxviij. of the ſaid moneth of 
Nouember, his Mateſtie came andlodged inthe ſaid 
Suburbes,which is taire,and in a mancer more com- 
modiousto lodge 1n,thanthe Towne. And the ſame 
dayc hee cauſedall the other Saburbes to be wonne, 
except the Snburbes of Saint Tohn, that was onthe 0- 
ther ſide of the Riuer of Sarthe, which was wonne 
the morrow after, the ſaid Boy/dauphin hauing cau- 
ſed mote than halfe to bee burned, and that which 
was next the bridge, which was the faireſt houſing. 
All their valour appeared in nothing but in that. For 
threedaies folowing, whilſt the Gabeons wer a ma- 
king-and other preparatiues neceflaric for the batte- 
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ric, 'and the pieces m_—_— to 'theirplaces, his Maic- 
ſtic himſelfe hauing paſſcd whole nights therein, vp- 
pon the ſecond day of September; began to beat cer- 
tainedefences of the wall of the ſaid Towne. Im- 
mediarelic after the firſt vollies of the Cannon, that 
braue ſpeach whichrhey had giuea at the ſummon- 
ing of the Towne, was turned quite contraricinto 
ſabmiſcion. Sothat BoiſTauphinand lus people nor 1- 
magining tharthey ſhould haue been fo ſharplic delt 
withall (for within three houres they ſhoulde hauc 
had afſauk giuen them, which they were not wel re- 
ſolacd to abide) demaunded a Parley ; and in fine be- 
forerwo of the clocke in the afternoone, the faide 
Towne was ycelded ynto his Maieſtie:notwithſtan- 
ding thatthere werein it morethan an hundred gen- 
tlemen, and twentic enfignes of tootemen, who du- 
ring the time of the Parley, did diſhonour cach other 
publiquely. The Gentlemen ſaid, thatthe Souldiers 
would not fight, and the Soutdiers ſaid, thatagaynft 
their wills the Gentlemen would compound. As in 
truch it was a thing verie ſtrange, hauing cauſed the 
people to ſpend more than 5000.crownes in the for- 
tefying of the Suburbs of their Townes, burnt more 
rhana T00000.crownes worth of houſing, and (as it 
is ſaid)ruined the Countrey fix times as much more, 
forto abidethree vollyes of the Cannon, and after- 
ward to yeeld the Towne : which without the great 
care that his Maicſtic had had of it, had never beene 
kept frompillage : but hee commaunded the gates tro 
be kept ſhut. And co the intentthatnone ſhould rake 


 occaſiontogointo it, he would not in it him- 


ſclfe,but kept in the ſuburbes where he firſt was ”— 
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ged: There wererwo ſoldiers found witha Chalice 
which they had ſtollen, and were hanged immedi- 
acely, although they were knowen to be menof ya- 
lac. The thundring of the Cannon was heard at Le 
Fort-berne-berdl, when the Counte Briſaac wasarrti- 
ucd with rwo Regiments to fuccour the ſaid Town 
of Mans : who was ſomade afraid, that he ran back 
againe 12. lcagues; and in retiring,fell by chance into 
= Reiſters quarter that ſerued his Maieſtie , who 
would not diflodge as they were appointed, & carri- 
cd away tortheir bootic 30.0r 40. horſe and chariots 
withoutthe loſſe of anic man. His Maicſtic reſtored 
firſt into the rowne of Mans,the Biſhop and the Lord 
of Fargeſſe his brother. which had been Goucrnour 
before, & pardoned the reſt of the inhabirants, who 
came all, aſwell Ecclcltaſticall, as other, to giue him 
thankes,with proteſtation ci their fidelitie and per- 
fetobcdicnce. During the aboad, which the King 
made at Mans,fiuc daies after the taking of it,the Ca- 
ſtle of Beaumont yeclded firſt of all, and the Caſtleof 
Touvoie, and likewiſe thegreateſt part of the Gentle- 
men, which were inthe Towne of Mans,and others 
which had bcen ſeduced by the League, 8& purthem 
ſclues into the Kings ſeruicezwho was accompa:.c 1 
in that ficge with niore than fine hundred Gentlc- 
men of the Prouinces thercabout. Amongſt whom 
there were manie Marqueſles, Counties, and other 
great Lords. 

Atthat time the Townes of: Sablee, Lauall, Chaſte- 
augountere, which arc all Townesof importance,and 
manic others which arc not of ſo great name, were 


reduced ynto the King.

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3 Beforethisdeparture from Mans, his Maicſtic was 
deteaminedro takethe Towneand 'Caſtle of Alar-

| Hearriuedatthe faid-Zauallthe ix.day of Decem- 
ber, and there cameand met hima great way with- 
outthe Towne, alltheEcclefiaſti call perſons, aſwell 
Chanons, as other religious perſons, with their or- 
naments,as they wereaccuſtomedtogoe in Procef- 
fion : and hauing by the mouth of one of them made 
their ſubmiſsion, and proteſtation of their fidelitie 
and obedience, accompanicdthe King vnrill he en- 
wed the Towne, finging alwaies Vine le Roy, in veric 
muſicke. There came ontlikewiſe the Maic- 
tesofthe Towne, and met him : and the people 
cried each where with an incefſaunt cryc, Viue le 
Roy,/whileſt chat his Maicitic paſlcd thorough the

He abode there eight or tennedayes, andthe afore 
ſayd Prince Dumbeesarriued with a great Companie 
of the Nobilitic of Briteine, to whome it was great 
honour to be knowenynro his Maieſtic, and he was 
moſt courteouſlyreceiued.. ./1 111 7 hn any 

Certaineof his Troupedeparting from the Com- 
panic, took intheir waye comming the Caſtle of 
- "== lb Chaſteu- 
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Chaſteubriant, and brought with them the Captaine 
and manie others priſoners. 
His Maieſtic having ſpent certaine dayes with the 
Prince Dwmbees, and taking order tor the affaircs of 
, that Prouince; he ſent him againe to his charge; and 
0 diſpatched — Marſhall D'aumount, for to ga- 
c - therhisftrange Forces together. And the King carte 
F from Lauall ynto the Towne of Maienna-la-lahes, 
- where he was verie well recciued, and afſured him- 
c ſelfe of the Caſtle, withour leauing anie other Gar- 
riſon in the Towue. Hee arrined at Alanſon the 
three and rwentieth dayc, hauing paſſed a moſt foule 
Countrey. 
| And as concerning my Lord Marſhall Byron, who 
departed with the Armie from the Towne of Mans 
theninthday of the ſaid moneth of December, hee 
could notarriueat Alarſon till the fifteenth daye fol- 
lowing, by reaſon of the foule waie, which hindred Herethe 
the carriage of the Ordinaunce: and hauing cauſed _ 
the Towne to be inuironed certaine dayes before by warke or 
the Lord of .Artray,who at his fiſt comming tooke ruclin,wel 
the Suburbes, and droue them of the Towne after- _ 
ward to come to compolition, and yceld, Captaine dedwith 
Lago (which was Governour) retiring himſelte into 373 by 
the Caſtle with foure hundred and fiftic Souldiers, == M 
making ſhewethat he would defend it; the place be- 4raw bridg 
ing veric good and ſtrong, inuironed with water, 2. 
ood walls, good flankes, and great Towers. wold hauc 
The faide Lord Marſball beeing entered intothe Hicdto 
Towne, kept ſo good order in it,thatit was not ſeen CD _ 
that it had becn beſieged, the ſhops becing kept open thewarthal 
che ſame daye, as if it had been in peace. CES.

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* -Atthe howerofthe entric,he cauſed the artilleric 
to be brought before the Caſtle, and ſhot art the de- 
fences, aud had fo farre proceeded in this buſineſle, 
that having found meanes totake away their warer, 
he could in little ſpace hauc made breach. His Maic- 
ſtic beingarriued asaforcſaid, he ſhewed him all that 
was done, and alſo what was intended to bee done: 
who anſwered immediarclic that the ficge wold not 
belong, 

The ſaid Captaine Lago that was in the Caſtle did 
imagine little lefſe, and ar the ſummons which his 
Maicſtie did cauſe to be made, for to declare that hee 
was come, he beganto beaſtonicd : and the morrow 
aftcr heparleycd, and the ſame day the compoſition 
was agreed yppon, to faue his life and his ſouldiers; 
with their armes and baggage. | 

His Maicſtic having torcleene for the aſſuraunce 
ofthe faid place, left for Gouernor the Lord Arrray, 
with a good garriſon in the Towne and Caſtle, and 
departing the ſeuen and twenticth daye,he went and 
lodged at Seas, wherethe Biſhop and Cleargic with 
the Maicſtrates came and met him, and recetued him 
ſo well, that hee truſted ynto the inhabitants of the 
place, without leauing therein anic other Garri- 
ſon. 

He departed thence the morrow after for to go to 
Argenten, which is a good Towne, in which there 
isa Caſtle of reaſonable ſtrength : and there was 1n 
the ſaid Towne and Caſtle three Enſignes of footc- 
men, which the Countic of Briſaachad lefre there: 
who with the Chenaliey Picard and his Regiment 
were come from Paris, and had promiſed to + oa 

im- 
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himſelfe ar all the fieges which his Maicſtic woulde 
take in hand,and impeach him from the taking of a- 
nicof the Townes inthe Countrey of Maine, and 
baſe Normandie : notwithſtanding hee ſhewed him- 
ſelfe ar none. 

Thoſe of the Towne of .Argenton,being determi- 
minedto yecld ynto his Maicſtic, came & methim, 
moſt humbly beſceching him to receiue them into 
his fauonr, which hegraunted them moſt willingly; 
which the Souldiers (ecing, retired them(ſclues into 
the Caſtle; beſceching his Maicſtieto ſuffer them to 
depart with their liues & baggage, which he conſen- 
ted yr. 

His maieſtic was aduertiſcd the ſame day,thatthoſe 
of the Garriſonof the Caſtle of Damfronr,ynderſtan- 
ding that he had ſummoned the Inhabitants of the 
Towne, and that they were determined to acknow- 
ledgethe King, entered into conſultation what they 
ſhould doo, being ot contraric opinions, and there- 
ypon put themſelues in Armes one againſt another: 
It hapned, that thoſe that would ſubmit themſclues 
tohis Maieſticalthough rhey were not halfe ſo ma- 
nie in numberas as the others were, encouraged 
with the Iuſtice of their cauſe, had the Vittorie : 
and the Baron of Vernie goucrnourof the ſaid Caſtle 
was ſlaine, and certeine other : whereupon aſwell 
thoſe of the Caſtle as thoſe of the Towne lent vnto 
the King to craue his fauour and clemencie, which 
they obteincd. And he ſent ynto the Towneto bee 
aſſured of both parties, which was done, without 0- 
mitting anie force or cxceſle. | 


The 
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The King remaining for this cauſe one whole 
day at .Argenton, departed thence ypon Sundaye the 
one and thirtieth of December,for to goeto the ſiege 
of Faleſe, the Caſtle whereof is veric f avirg & cltce- 
medro bethe beſt place in baſe Normandie, next voto 
the Caſtle of Caen, and therefore the Counte of Bri- 
ſac put himlelfe into it, with the Chenalier Picard and 
his Regiment, hauing wonne vnto them manic Gen- 
tlemenand Souldiers of the Countrey, vaunting that 
they would repay the honour of their companions, 
who had yeelded andloſtall rheorher Townes, and 
that at this place, all the ſpoyles that had beengotten, 
ſhould be ſurrendred. | 

His Maicſticthe night before, had ſentthe Baron 
of Byron to inuiron it, with certaine Troupes of men 
of warre, aſwell toote as horſe, who came thether ſo 
happecly, that he found the Conte of Briſac come out 
of the Towne, purpoſing to burne the Towne of 
Guibray, which is as it were one of the Suburbes of 
Faleze. W ho percciuing the laid Troupes, the ficr 
he brought with him was not anye waye able to 
heate him ſo much as to make him abide them, bur 
returning with all ſpecde into.the Towne, hee lette 
Guibray whole: and the ſaid Baron de Byron did not 
oncly ccaze vpon it to lodge his Mateſtic, but alſo ar 
the ſame inſtant did makerthem runne away out of 
the Suburbes of the Towne, ioyning euen to the 
gate,part whercof they themſelues had burned alitle 
before. 

His Maicſtie becing arriued, went preſently with: 
the Marcſhall of Byronto viewethe Towne and Ca-- 
ſtle, which arc both ſtrong; the ſaid Towne beeing 

inuironed 
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inuitoned with a-gteat poole, whoſe water could 
notbe drawet away, the wall being pood, and flan- 
ked with good towets, andthe apptoaches difficile 
for the planting of Ordinaunce; the Caftle becing 
much ſtronyer, gatniſhed with great and ſtrong to- 
wersand yerie good wals, with a donior ſeperated, 
ditched with good aid preat ditches : and befides all 

this the Counte of Briſac well accotnpanied with 

Gentlemen, Capraines atd Souldiets, with a great 

ſhowe that hee would not have made this proote biir 

with intent to gethonout,and to defend the place cf- 

feftuallic, as in deede vnto the Summons which his 

Maicſtic did make the next day, he made an an(were 

conuenienr yhto ſuch a refolution, which was that 

he had vowed ynto God, that he would never ſpeak 

of anie compoſition for that Towne, which made 
all m*n thinke, that he would hauc defended it ber. 

ter t.,an he did. 

His Maieſtie (whoſe preſence in ſtich like affaires 
is thepette& ſchoole of extreame diligence,determi- 
ned ſo to begin, asthat he would not make2.workes 
of one) did batter the Caſtle ; for that the Caſtle be- 
ing wonne, the Towne could not hold out, and cau- 
fed the morrowe after; with gteat expedition, Gabi- 
ons tobe made for the batteric, bags to be filed with 
carth, andall things necdfarieto be done. VWhich 
was ſo diligently followed, thar in lefle than three 
daycs all was in a readiheſſe, and had begun to batter 
yponthe Thurſday,butthat he ſtayed for three Can- 
nons which Mounſienr Mompenſier brought him our 
of the Caſtle of Caen: which could not arriueatthe 
laid ſiege yntill that yerie day.

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'., Withthe Duke, Montpenfierthere came betwixt 
rwelue and fitteenehandred French Souldiers, and a 
good Troupe of the Gentlemen of the. Countrey, & 
certaine Companies of men of Armes. Thoſe with 
inthe Towne did neuer fallye out : but otherwiſe 
made alwaies agood thewe of areſolutioninthem, 
and jatheir words wereouer layyſh, performing at- 
rerward (olinleas they did. 2: al 
His Maicltie pretending to makethree batteries, 
two of which,from {undric parts ſhould batter atthe 
breach of the laid Caſtle; and thethird to bee placed 
vponaRocke, whichſhould ſcoure curtaine wile a- 
long, behindethe hreach of the ſaid Caſtle, Hee be- 
gan vpon Friday the fifth day of Ianuarieatcight of 
the clacke to beate two greattowers, which flanked 
from the one ynro the;other;the one of which ſer- 
ued fora defence ynto the breach, which he purpo- 
ſed ro make. After the beſtowing of foure hundred 
Cannon ſhor, the topot one of the Towers beeing 
fallen, and a bole being made inthe other tower that 
defended the breache, which hote opened intothe 
ſaid Caſtle, his Maieſtic caufed it to be bartered tor 
the ſpcedie breach which would be made in it : for 
rherenecded burthe beatingaway ofa little piece of 
the wall. Then he commaunded certaine Troupes 
of Souldicrs, to goc and viewe if they could 74 
inthe ſaid Tower , vpon which certain of them en- 
ting the hole, which was prerced through the To- 
wer into the Caſtle, finding no refiltance,called their 
companions, and ſocatring oncafter another, in.yc- 


ric ſhort ſpace they became Maſters both of Caſtle 
and Towne.

Thoſe within.being ſorediſmaied, without anie 
fightithey retired themſelues into the Donion ſpo- 
kenof before; our of which they ſent three Gentle= 
men the ſame daye, to belecch the King to receaue 
them vponanic compoſition ; who aun{wered, that 
he would notreceanethem,burtat his own pleaſure; 
and that they ſhouldprooue his clemencie, withour 
binding himſcltevato anie condition. Yetnotwith- 
ſtanding, the morrowe after ſuttcring the Countic 
Briſacrocomeand{ubmit himſelfe ymo him, he be- 
ing ouercomie with the pitic he had vpon the young 
Gentleman, graunted rochuſe fitrecne of the beſt of 
therm,whom he would kcepepriſoners as warlike e- 
nemies, and the reſt ſhould bear his Maicſties diſpo- 
ſition. att! | 

It werenot well done to take away the Souldiers 
honour that wereat this fiege,who in truth did their 
indeuour: but wee muſt acknowledge this to hauc 
been Gods worke, asa thing moſt admirable vnto 
vs that ſaw it, thatatoneinſtant thoſe that ſeemed to 
be furious Lions, were meramorphoſid into mceeker 
thingsthan Lambes: The Towne being thus taken 
by aſlaulr, could not be preſerued from pillaging and 
ſaccaging :ſorhat by this may compariſon be made, 
berweenthe intertainmenethat thofe recerue, which 
flic vato his Maicſties clemencie, and thoſe which 
obſtinately attend the force of his Armic;the one be- 
ing made whollic defolate, and the other reioycing 
in a fullandperte&quictnes, makingaprofit of their 
lofſe;obraining by their rakingand reduttiontree 1+ 
berrie,in ſead of the hard captiuitic which they ſut- 
fered ynder the vnlawtull gouernment of others. :

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- Tristo be'well conſidered, of whit grear valuethe 
wiſe and happiegouetnement of his Maicſtic harh 
ben; his enemies being conſtrained to confefle, that 
it isro be wondered at, and vntill this time vnknow. 
en, hauing in lefle than two monerhs rrauailed cight- 
ſcore leagues, with ſuch a great Armic'as; his, trou- 
bled with a great deale of Ordinaunce, manic Swic- 
2ers, and other ſtrange Nations ; and in this time ta- 
king the Suburbes of Paris, made: fiuc orifixenota- 
ble fieges, taken fourteenc or fiftecne notable rowns, 
hauing clearcd che Prouinces of Fandgwme, Teurdin, 

Aniou, and Maine, of all that his enemies helde ::and 
not onelie recouered the Townes, but the hearts and 
affeftions of thoſe that moſt hated him. 'All. his ex- 
ploites being done by the force of his armes,andpre- 
ſence, and terror of the fame 3' withour: prattiſes of 
treaſons, murders,” monopoles, or frandes: leauing 
thoſe guiles, vnto thoſe that deale with vaiuſt attt- 
ons, alluring himfelte his cauſeto bee ſo wit, rhar it 
was abte to ſupport it ſelte without the helpe of anie 
thing of a conttaric vature, hauing alwaiesthis com- 
mendable maxime inregard,thatcuil can ncuer (cruc 
ro anie good __ 

Is it poſsiblethar GOD hathſo condemaed the 
pooteinhabirantsat Towns,that he wit ſufferthem 
anie: to be ſo blinded in ſpirit and bodie; as nor 
to ofthemiſchictcs wherinthey hage plun- 
gcdthemſclies, and howec thoſe varo whome they 
giuethemſchues ouer;;and receiuc for friendes; bc- 
come immediacelic the craclleſt enemies thoy-can 
hauc: who after they hauc ſucked from thematthar 
they candrawe, while they arc with'them, and by 
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linleand littlemade them ſubicfts to the ſimpleſt ſol- 


diers of theirtroupes, if there bee anic brute of the 
Kings Armie comming, in ſtead of preparing to pre- 
ſcrue the people, vic no orherinduſtrie, but to burnc 
halfetheir Townes, and the greateſt part of the Vil- 
hges withinewo miles round about, then making 
them'to travaijedaye and night in making rampiers 
and retrenchments : and yet when they are belicged, 
if they doo bur ſee the Cannon, thinke themſclues 
excuſed oftheir honour, jn making their compoſiti- 
onto departwith their lives and baggage ſaucd; lea- 
ving. no token behinde them of their proteFtian, bur 
one halfc of the Townes inaſhes, & the people with 
a halceraboutthear neckes : ſo that if the Princethey 
hauc to deale with were not mercifull, a whale for- 


reſt could not furniſh for gallawes thatwould be em- 


ployed. 


Is it poſible that they ſee notnor know not (thar 
thoſe which haue beene ſo readic ro mooue yp 
theſeſeditions, are now ſo audacious & malicious 
as to maintainethem? and that his Maiecſtic defend- 
ing his kingdome againſt tyrannic, his people againſt 
ſtrangers,and iuſtice againſt iniquitic) the ſuccefſe of 
his enterpriſes, muſt needes be correſpondent to the 
cquiticof his cauſe; that incuitable deſtruftion will 
come vponthem that refiſt him, if the word of God 
(as it is) be true. For our parts, we moſt humblicbe- 
{eech God, to make them ableto confider and ac- 
knowledge it, and abouc all things, that it woulde 
pleaſe God to preſerue his Maieſtic, from al miſhaps 
that might happen vnto his perſon, and prolong his 
lite : forſo great need haue we of France of his pre- 
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ſence, that the ordinarie courſe ofthe longeſt livers 
would be buttooſhorr. ' 


Frer the ſiege of Faleſe, the King gaue the 

Engliſh men leaue to depart ;and he him- 
fſelfe with hrs eArme, to weete,the French men 
and Switzers, Rutters &: Lantſ-knights went 
onto Lizeux, Which within ten dayes after he 
tooke : and from thence bis Maieftie went un- 
roHumfler, Which he did batter vpon Fridate 
the xvi. of Ianuarie. At which time,part of our 
Engliſh Forces were ſhippedat Dinesin Nor- 
mandie, and thereſt, the morroW after. 
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
